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PREFACE 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961. 

The  total  population  living  within  the  area  was  eleven  thousand  and  seventy 
showing  a gain  of  one  hundred  and  four  since  the  1951  Census.  The  number  of 
registered  live  births  was  one  hundred  and  forty  three,  an  increase  of  fifteen  over 
I960,  but  the  rate  per  thousand  is  still  below  that  for  England  and  Wales.  There 
were  four  stillbirths  as  compared  to  one  last  ye arj  this  gives  a rate  of  27.21 
per  thousand  as  compared  to  tho  national  figure  of  18.7  per  thousand,  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  total  number  of  births  is  relatively  small  and  that 
investigation  of  each  stillbirth  shows  that  they  were  unavoidable.  There  were 
no  deaths  of  women  ascribed  to  childbirth.  The  tliree  infant  deaths  could  not  be 
avoided. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  and  seventy  six,  an  increase 
of  thirty  eight  over  I960.  Calculated  in  rates  per  thousand,  the  death  rate  in 
I960  was  below  that  of  England  and  Walesj  in  19 6l  the  rate  is  only  slightly  above 
that  of  England  and  Wales.  Cancer  of  various  organs,  diseases  of  the  blood  vessels 
to  the  nervous  system,  and  diseases  of  the  heart  remain  the  main  causes  of  death. 

Of  the  acute  infectious  diseases  one  hundred  and  four  cases  of  measles,  six 
cases  of  pneumonia,  and  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  An  outbreak 
of  thirty  four  cases  of  dysentery  occurred  in  a private  school  and  it  became 
necessary  to  transfer  cases  to  the  isolation  hospital.  The  origin  of  the 
outbreak  was  probably  a pupil  transmitting  tho  disease  on  return  to  school  after 
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the  holidays. 

There  were  ten  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified,  nine  being  tuberculosis  of 
the  lungs.  Sight  cases  occurred  in  the  ago  group  20-64  and  the  public  should  be 
encouraged  to  make  full  use  of  the  Miniature  Mass  Radiography  Unit  vhih  visits 
Rberystwyth  periodically.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  JffiALIH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31ST 'dECMER.  1961  f 

1.  HOUSING  ACT,  1957 

Six  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  unable 
to  bo  repaired  at  a reasonable  expense. 

Two  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  these  properties  to  appear 
before  the  Council  to  show  cause  why  Demolition  Orders  should  not  be 
made  on  the  houses  they  owned.  The  results  of  these  procedures  are 
tabulated  in  the  statistical  section  of  this  report. 


2.  HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT.  1958 


The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  making  improvement  grants  to 
house  owners.  Host  of  the  owners  who  took  advantage  of  this  were 
owner  occupiers.  Very  few  landlords  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  improve  houses  occupied  by  their  tenants. 

Sixty-five  houses  were  inspected  preliminary  to  ascertaining  if  they 
would  qualify  for  grants  - either  discretionary  grants  or  standard 
grants. 

Fifty-nine  houses  were  inspected  during  the  progress  of  improvements 
being  carried  out  to  them. 

Thirty-three  inspections  were  carried  out  at  houses  on  completion  of 
improvements  prior  to  payment  of  grants  to  the  owners. 

The  standard  of  work  was  very  good  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
withhold  any  grant  because  of  inferior  workmanship. 

The  number  of  grants  approved  during  the  year  was  as  follows 

Discretionary  Grants  - 43*  Value  £13*941* 

Standard  Grants  - 7.  Value  £901. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  the  Council  have  approved  361  grants 
to  the  value  of  £105*651. 

Housing  Progress:  The  Council  embarked  on  the  construction  of  new 

housing  schemes  during  the  year  and  work  was  commenced  on  the 
construction  of  sixteen  houses  at  Borth  and  fourteen  at  Commins  Goch. 

This  contract  also  includes  the  building  of  eighteen  houses  at  Bov;  Street. 

3.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  1936 

One  hundred  and  thirty— five  complaints  of  nuisances  were  registered

and  investigated  with  the  view  to  their  abatement.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  take  proceedings  against  one  building  owner  for  failure 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  a statutory  notice  which  had  been 
served  upon  him  under  Section  92  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Die 
notice  was  eventually  complied  with. 

Forty-four  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  informal  procedure  under 
the  nuisance  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  became  law  and  it  contains 
some  new  powers  to  insist  on  the  provision  of  bathrooms  and  larders  in 
all  new  and  existing  houses.  This  will  possibly  lead  to  the  setting 
down  of  a new  minimum  standard  of  fitness  for  all  existing  houses. 

4 . WATER  SUPPLIES 

Routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Craig-y-Pistyll  water  supply 
scheme  and  also  from  village  supplies  and  certain  private  sources.  Those 
samples  wore  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen.  It  is 
felt  that  the  closing  down  of  the  Laboratory  at  Aberystwyth  and  its 
transference  to  Carmarthen  has  been  a retrograde  step  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  Laboratory  will  once  more  bo  re-opened  at  Aberystwyth,

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5 . : MAT  INSPECTION 

Routine  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  at  the  licensed  slaughterhouse 
at  Llangwyryfon.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  the  results 
of  the  inspection  are  given  in  the  statistical  section  of  this  report. 

The  Council  submitted  its  report  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food,  as  required  by  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  and 
the  report  vras  received  by  the  Minister  without  comment  and  the 
appointed  day  vras  fixed,  by  vrhich  all  the  necessary  structural 
improvements  'to  the  slaughterhouse  at  Llangwyryfon,  were  to  be  carried 
out.  These  works  vrere  done  and  the  licence  for  the  premises  has  been 
renewed  until  the  31st  August,  1962. 

6 . CARAVAN  SITES  .AND  CON UROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  19.60 

The  Council  considered  the  standards  to  be  embodied  in  all  the  licences 
vrhich  were  to  be  issued  for  caravan  sitos  in  their  area.  Some  of  the 
iiodel  Standards  laid  dovrn  by  the  Minister  were  adopted  in  their  entirety, 
while  others  were  altered.  The  result  has  been  that  there  is  an  overall 
relaxation  in  the  Model  Standards,  with  a considerable  saving  to  the 
Site  Operators  in  each  case. 

With  the  passing  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 

I960  and  the  advent  of  the  Model  Standards,  a more  enlightened,  and 
progressive  opinion  has  been  expressed  on  what  facilities  and  amenities 
should  be  available  on  caravan  sites.  The  Council  welcomed  the  new 
standards  and  hastened  to  adopt  them  in  a modified  form  because  they 
felt  that  a long  overdue  amendment  in  the  law  relating  to  caravan  sites 
had  come  into  being. 

It  is  my  experience  that  a caravan  site  can  either  be  a festering  sore 
in  the  midst  of  a healthy  community  or  it  can  integrate  itself  with  its 
environment  by  conforming  to  the  standards  normally  to  be  expected  as 
a matter  of  good  practice  in  that  environment. 

The  number  of  licensed  caravan  sites  now  in  the  area  of  the  Council  is 
eighteen. 

The  whole  purpose  of  the  licences  and  the  conditions  embodied  in  them 
is  to  attain  a proper  balance  between  the  caravan  community  and  its 
neighbours.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  and  the  Site  Operators  to 
co-operate  to  create  and  preserve  this  balance  which  is  so  essential 
to  the  well  being  of  any  community  in  which  a caravan  site  is  situated. 

7.  ^FUS.E_C0JiI^TICN 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  from  most  of  the  villages  in  the  area 
proceeded  smoothly  throughout  the  year. 

The  provision  of  a refuse  tip  in  the  Llanbadarn  Fawr  area  to  serve  the 
southern  division  is  vital  to  the  economic  running  of  the  service.  The 
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existing  tip  is  running  towards  the  end  of  its  life  and  negotiations 
with  a local  farmer  for  the  lease  of  an  area  of  land  to  be  used  as 
a refuse  tip  have  oeen  commenced.  It  is  hoped  that  these  negotiations 
will  roach  a speedy  and  satisfactory  conclusion. 

The  refuse  tips  at  Borth,  Penrhyngerwyn  and  Ponterwyd  continued  to  be 
used  tliroughout  the  year. 

Routine  treatments  from  the  control  of  rats  and  flies  were  carried  out 
at  all  the  tips.  Equipment  was  purchased  for  the  mechanical  spraying 
of  refuse  tips  to  control  infestation  of  flies.  This  will  be  in 
operation  during  the  year  1962. 

8 . DRAINAGE  HID  SEJERAGE 

Schemes  of  sewage  disposal  are  required  at  Borth,  Talybont,  Llandre  and 
Commins  Coch,  Taliesin  and  Tre’rddol. 

Tile  Llanbadarn  Fawr  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
schemes  for  Borth,  Talybont,  Taliesin  and  Tre ' rddol  were  in  the  design 
stage. 

The  Council  r emain  responsible  for  the  cleansing  and  maintenance  of  the 
following  ditches  and  watercourses:  - 

Borth  Leet; 

Brynrodyn  Ditches ; 

Llangawsai  Ditch; 

Quebec  Ditch; 

Dolhalog  Ditch; 

Doldau  Ditch; 

VJaunfawr  Ditch. 

Tlie  Fullbrook  at  Llanbadarn  Fawr  is  now  being  covered  in  by  the  County 
Council.  It  will  relieve  tlie  Council  from  the  burden  of  cleaning  this 
watercourse  which  tliroughout  the  year  has  been  the  source  of  nuisance 
and  frequent  complaints. 

Tile  Llanbadarn  Fawr  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  and  came  into  operation 
during  the  year.  The  work  of  connecting  individual  properties  to  the 
sewer  is  proceeding  even  if  it  is  rather  slow.  Tlie  shortage  of 
Contractors  suitably  equipped  to  carry  out  work  of  this  kind  partly 
accounts  for  the  slow  progress  made.  Pressure  has  been  brought  on  the 
owners  of  some  properties  which,  because  of  their  lack  of  amenities, 
were  urgently  required  to  be  connected. 

Cesspools  emptied  were  103  in  number. 
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9 .  BENT  ACT.  1957 


Hie  demand  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  R0nt  Act,  1957  fell 
off  during  the  year  and  the  applications  were  very  few.  In  fact  only 
one  tenant  made  application  for  a Certificate.  This  was  granted  by 
the  Council  and  subsequently  cancelled  on  completion  of  the  repairs  by 
the  owner. 

10 . PREVENTION  OF  DAli^GE  BY  PBS TS  ACT.  19A9 

The  work  of  treating  private  dwellings  and  business  premises  for  the 
eradication  of  rats  proceeded.  Thirty-nine  inspections  were  made  and 
treatments  were  carried  out  where  necessary. 

It  wa3  not  found  necessary,* to  institute  any  legal  proceedings  against  any 
house  owner  for  failure  to  keep  his  premises  free  from  infestation  by 
rats  or  mice. 

No  major  infestations  occurred  in  private  dwellings,  all  infestations 
being  of  a minor  character. 

11.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1955 

Routine  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  and  on  the  whole  conditions 
were  found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory.  The  provision  of  sinks  and 
hot  water  supplies  in  food  premises  is  being  insisted  upon  and  is 
proceeding. 

Quantities  of  various  tinned  foods  and  quantities  of  bacon  and  ham  were 
examined  and  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  These 
foods  were  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  shopkeepers  for  disposal. 
Disposal  is  by  means  of  burial  in  suitable  ground  at  the  Council’s  refuse 
tips. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  is  53. 

There  are  no  premises  upon  which  ice  cream  is  manufacturered.  All 
ice  cream  being  purchased  from  wholesalers  such  as  T.  Wall  and  Sons, 

Ltd.,  and  Lyons.  Walls  Ice  Cream  Depot  at  Llanbadarn  Fawr  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

The  number  of  various  food  premises  by  distribution  is  as  follows

12.  FACTORIES  ACT.  1937 

The  number  of  factories  registered  by  the  Council  is  fifty- four.  The 

responsibility  of  enforcing  the  provision  of  adequate  sanitary 
conveniences  at  those  factory  premises  r^sts  upon  the  Council.  Some 
of  the  conditions  leave  much  to  be  desired  but  action  is  being  taken 
as  vigorously  as  possible  in  conjunction  with  H.  M.  Factories 
Inspectorate.  A good  spirit  of  co-operation  with  this  Inspectorate 
is  essential  and  produces  good  results  in  the  end. 

A fact  which  must  not  bo  lost  sight  of  is  that  building  and  civil 
engineering  operations  constitute  factories  under  the  Act  and  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences  apply  to  such 
sites  of  building  operations.  It  was  found  necessary  to  enforce  these 
provisions  on  a number  of  building  sites  in  the  area. 

13 . .THE.  .AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  IEALTH  RlIDU5hF.tJ.lF  PROVISIONS ) ACT.  1956 . 

The  Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act,  1956, 
requires  (among  other  things)  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient 
sanitary  conveniences  for  workers  employed  ii  agriculture  and 
agricultural  units  and  suitable  and  sufficient  washing  facilities. 

There  are  no  standards  laid  dovm  but  if  fixed  equipment  is  installed, 
similar  standards  to  those  in  the  factories  Aet  might  well  be  used. 

There  is  no  definition  in  the  Act  of  either  sanitary  convenience  or 
washing  facilities  but  it  seems  that  in  certain  cases  the  provision  of 
moveable  equipment  nay  be  required.  'Hi is  moveable  equipment  night 
well  consist  of  a tent  with  a chemical  closet  and  a portable  hand 
basin  with  a container  for  water  and  sufficient  soap  and  towels. 

Certain  provisions  of  the  Act  are  enforced  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  but  sanitary  authorities  are  required 
to  enforce  those  parts  of  the  u.ct  dealing  with  sanitary  conveniences. 

14.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS 

Ihe  responsibility  of  issuing  licences  for  the  sale  of  designated  milks 
is  now  that  of  the  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  but 
it  is  still  our  duty  to  keep  a register  of  milk  distributors  in  the  area. 
This  was  done  and  the  number  of  mill:  distributors  in  the  area  of  the 
Council  is  twenty-one. 

An  epidemic  of  dysentery  occurred  at  a Boarding  School  acid  investigations 
were  carried  out  in  an  endeavour  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

The  milk  supply  to  the  School  was  suspected  but  on  taking  samples  which 
were  analysed  this  was  found  to  be  free  from  infection  and  above 
suspicion. 
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A similar  epidemic  of  dysentery  broke  out  at  one  of  the  labour  camps 
attached  to  the  Rheidol  Hydro-Electric  Scheme.  The  camp  was  inspected 
and  the  milk  supply  to  the  comp  was  sampled  and  analysed.  It  was  found 
free  from  infection  and  above  reproach. 

The  actual  cause  of  both  these  epidemics  was  certainly  not  the  milk 
supply  and  remains  somewhat  of  a mystery. 

1 5 . INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Dysentery  was  the  only  infectious  disease  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Department.  Disinfection  of  rooms  and  clothing  and  the  sampling 
of  milk  constituted  the  bull:  of  the  work  done  in  the  control  of  the 
epidemics. 

16.  RJILP IITG  DYEULiS 

The  work  of  registering  building  plans  and  their  examination  for  approval 
under  the  Building  Byelaws  continued.  During  the  year  the  number  of 
plans  deposited  and  examined  was  two  hundred  and  seventy- nine. 

17.  COMMON  LODGING-  HOUSES 

There  arc  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  area  administered  by  the  Council.

Five  hundred  and  twelve  miscellaneous  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  department.
